THE COMMON SKUNK. 


AD interentlue D.^tio. of tht> Hablta* 


aud Habits of th« MepUltis Mei>HWc»- 
Aa Odorous Topic. 
The common sknnk (McpMlis mepM- 


tica) is found from Mexico to the Arctic 
regions, and is everywhere too well 
known to need description; its black 
and white color, peculiar habits, and. 
especially its power of emitting an in- 
tensely fetid odor at will, at onee dis- 
tinguish; it. The skunk has thirty-four 
highly developed carnivorous teeth. 
This species is in more ways than cue 
tie enemy of tho farmer; it has a very 
decided penchant for eggs, and in. some 
localities is a frequent invader of the 
chicken house. Its appetite for poultry 
is alsi> excellent, but its slow and clumsy 
motions make it but an indifferent 
poacher in this direction. It kills largo 
numbers of the common rabbit, and de- 
stroys a great number of pramo hens 
and ruffled grouse by eating the eggs 
of these birds. In hard times the skunk 
is o-lad to content itself with insects, 
froW and mice. This is a very prohuo 
speuies, there being from live to nine 
voting in each litter; they are born m 
the early spring, in a rude nest built at 
the inner extremity of the shallow bur- 
row du<^ by this animal. These bur- 
rows aro much more easily dug out 
than those of the fox, being seldom 
more than two feet under ground, or 
more than nine feet in extreme length, i 
and having generally but a single en- 
trance. At the end of the gallery ia a 
lar^e excavation, and here in a large 
nest of leaves, from six to adoiien in- 
dividuals of this species may be found 
1 vi no- in the winter time. Although the 
skunk does not strictly hibernate, it 
seldom loaves its burrow during the 
winter season, and is at this tinie dull 
.and inactive, but by no means asleep. 
The intolerable odor for which tots 
•animal is so justly notorious, is not,'as 
'ia sometimes supposed, derived from 
the secretion of the kidneys, but is the 
product of two large glands situ- 
jated 
in 
its 
rear, 
and 
opening 


outwardly by two small ducts, 
rhc 


ifetid scent is contained iu a slightly 
yellowish, transparent fluid, said to bo 
iphosphorcscent in the dark, which is 
Secreted by these glands. 
This fluid 


tho animal can, by means of a strong 
muscle round tKe gland, squirt to tho 
'distance of ten or more feet, and its 
iaim is painfully accurate, tho noisome 
fluid almost 'invariably saluting au 
enemy in the face and eyes. Men have 
been known to be made almost blind by 
such an encounter, tho irritating fluid 
producing a most violent ophthalmia. 
Don's also aro at times made violently 
ill, "and have their oyos severely inflamed 
as the result of their attacking a sknnk. 
'This nauseous fluid has been used to 
Some slight extent in medicine, ono 
drop doses three times a day having 
'been fiven with marked benefit in.casea 
of asthma, and a tincture of it bottled 
has been, used as a sort of smelling 
spirits, it being applied to the noso 
when an attack of asthma was threat- 
ened. However, the general verdict of 
tlie patients has been that the cure was 
worse than the disease. 


Tho skunk 
has 
many enemies. 


Wol-ves, foxes, the wildcat and the 
panther all prey upon it, and several 
kinds of large night owl capture and 
eat it whenever opportunity offers; as 
.16 is a strictly nocturnal animal, i* 
probably but seldom falls a victim to 
any species of hawk. Several tribes of 
Indians eat the skunk and pronounce it 
equal to opossum, and mtich superior 
to the flesh of the raccoon. 
Doubtless 


such ia the case, as the animal is usually 
very fat. This ill-smelling weasel is a 
slow, clumsy and stupid animal, and ia 
easly captured in any sort of trap. It 
is perfectly possible to kill the animal 
without its being in the least tainted 
"by its peculiar fluid.

the decision IB that it ia legal, under the 
General Incorporation act of this slate, 
for municipalities to assess a special tas 
for (treet-pHving, pqrul iu amount to 
the cost ot the improvement, upon 
the lots ami laud abutting on either 
side of the street or alley in proportion to 
the frontage of said lota and lands upon 
said street or alley. Tbe^e are two modes 
provided by the state law for such im- 
provement—by special assessment and 
by special taxation ot contiguous prop- 
erty, and the corporate authorities of the 
city must determine which mode shall be 
adopted, and their determination in final. 
The imposition of 1he tax by tbe city 
authorities is of itself a determination 
that the benefit will be as great aa the 
burden imprwed. The city of Springfield 
complifd with all the requirements of law 
in levying the special IBS for street paving 
on the abutting property.

After >n illness of about two weld 


Samuel Powers, who hM lived in thin 
county since 1839, died at 12:15 o'clock 
this afternoon at the family residence, 
attended by his family and a number of 
friends. He was taken with lung fever, 
and it was believed tbat he would recover, 
but a change for the worse occurred to- 
day, and he passed away peacefully in 
ttte 69th year of bis aga 


The deceased was born in Saratoga 


county, New York, May 18, 1816. His 
family wsttled in New York. 
'Wi'liam 


Powers, his father, was born in Connecti- 
cut, and lived at Bridgeport, the home of 
Col 8t John, whom his mother married 
after the death of her first husband. The 
father of the deceased died nt the age of 
forty-two. 


Samuel Powers' early life was ppent in 


hia native county, working on the farm 
in the summer months and in winter at- 
tending school. When he was 21 the 
farm, of which he had the management 
since he was H, was sold, and be con- 
cluded to go to AlabBino, whera his older 
brothers were in business. From Mobile 
he went to Tuscaloosa, where his brother, 
Orlando Powers, was engaged in mercan- 
tile pursuits. 
Being fond of stock and 


accustomed to farming, he came to Illi- 
nois. In company with his elder brother, 
George Powers, he made the journey 
from Alabama on horseback, through 
Tennessee and Kentucky, crossing the 
Ohio river at Shawneetown and arriving 
in Deeatnr in July, 1839. At that time 
Deeatnr was B small place. Some rail- 
roads had been surveyed with Decatur as 
a prominent point on the proposed lice?, 
and in his judgment it gave promise of 
becoming a thriving railroad lown. The 
best private residence then in the village 
was the old building south of the court 
house that has since been used by Mr. 
Powers as an oflfioe. He and bis brother 
bought land which Mr. Powers owned to 
the time of his death. He went to farm- 
ing, and for six months lie had the con- 
tract for carrying the mnil between Deca- 
tur and Homer and other points in Cham- 
paign county. By bis industry he accum- 
ulated money, and within four years atter 
his arrival he engaged iu the stock busi- 
ness in a small way. Stock then sold at 
low prices. A fat hog was -worth about 
82.00, and a good four-year-old steer §8 00 
to §8 50. Having good judgment, he suc- 
ceeded in the stock business. Though 
hia means were limited, he proved himself 
prompt and unfailing in meeting hie obli- 
gations, and therefore had no difficulty in 
obtaining excellent credit by which he 
was enabled to transact a larga business. 
There were no banks ia the county for 
many years, the state banks having gone 
under in the financial panic, anu an 
abundance of cash or the beet ot credit 
wae neccessary for success in any consid- 
erable transaction. Sellers of stock gave 
Mr. Powers the preference, because they 
were sure of the money, and to this fact 
he attributed hia success in life. He liv- 
ed on the farm northeast ot Decatur until 
1808, when he removed to the home place 
southwest of the city, where he died. In 
1851 the deceased visited California and 
remained there about fifteen months. 


In February, 1844, Mr. Powers married 


Miss Caroline M. Giles, a native of Mas- 
sachusetts. He leaves a widow and six 
children. The children are George W,, 
Carrie, Theron A, Frank, Edward and 
Chauncey. 
William L. died when he 


was 23, and Myra is dead. 


Mr. Powers devoted the past few years 


of his busy life to breeding thoroughbred 
running horses, and his name is known to 
all leading stockmen throughout the 
country. He was the owner of "Yoltur- 
no," "Aretino," and other noted horses 
that have made Powers & Son's stables 
famous in the south and east. Ho was 
perhaps the best posted man as to fine 
stock of any breeder in the west. 


Tbe deceased was always ot a retiring 


disposition, and sought no prominence in 
political affairs, though he has represent- 
ed Decatur township as a member of the 
county board of supervisors, of which 
body he was a very useful member. His 
career as a farmer nnd stockman has 
been a success, and he leaves a large 
amount of valuable property. 


The death ot Mr. Powers is a ssvere 


loss to the community, where he was uni- 
versally raiptsctP'l. He win a guod man 
in all the relstioun if lift-, aud will be 
greirl.v misswl (n it cit z MI, nptghbor and 
friend

One is that they have no power in law to 
order a poet mortem examination, for the 
reason that DO provision « made for the 
expenses that may be incurred, except 
through the county board which maj re- 
fuse to liquidate tbe claim, in which owe 
the ooroner, if he orders the work done, 
will have to pay the bill or let the doctors 
go withont psy; another is in caieof 
drowning.

The head bears a heavy crop of 
hair, which is usually black, with a 
tendency to curl. The growth is small 
on tho face and other parts of the 
body, and is carefully plucked out. 
The nose is apt to be long and aqui- 
line, but disfigured by a flatness at the 
extremity. The mouth is well shapeu 
and displays teeth of a pearly white- 
ness. The shape of the head differs 
little from that of Europeans. The 
wide range of prtysioal variation which 
has been noticed, among these Island- 
ers, which at first view fiiggeats mix- 
ture of race, is due probably to their 
relatively high development, 
which 


always tends to differentiate mcn,_to 
the extent of their domain, and the in- 
frequent communication between its 
parta. Only on thtj border of Melane- 
sia are we to think of intermixture of 
rac«s.—American Antiquarian.

We have recently had several letters 


inquiring as to our plan of feeding 
hogs, which, as our readers know, em- 
braces tho keeping them, as a rule, un- 
til the second year. -One correspond- 
ent asks what breed we have, and what 
they weigh when wo soli. The breed „ 
is Poland-China, though we have had 
other breeds, and tho weight the sec- 
ond winter is from four hundred and 
twenty-five to four hundred and fifty 
pounds. Another correspondent asks 
if he understands as to say that it is 
more profitable to keep hogs until two 
years old than to have them ready to 
turn off at nine months or one year, 
allowing that they have good pasture 
in both cases. In reply to this we de- 
sire to call attention to the fact thabwe 
do not say keep them until they are 
two years old. We say keep them un- 
til the second winter, and the exact age 
at whieh they should be marketed will, 
of course, depend upon circumstances, 
such as the cost of food, prevailing 
prices, etc. With this modification we 
say it is generally more profitable to 
keep them. Our correspondent in this 
instance remarks that it seems to him 
lhat it will not cost as much if it is the 
right kind of hog and is fed properly, 
to make them weigh two hundred and 
fifty pounds at niue months or a year, 
as it would be to keep them longer. 
We have had an extensive experience 
in breeding and fattening swiue, and 
have, we think, tested the merits of the 
two systems thoroughly. It is, there- 
fore, 
not an 
unsupported 
theory 


lhat has led us to the firm con- 
clusion that there is more money 
tin second year 
hogs 
than there 


,is in hogs at nine months or a 
year old. But we can do more in 
showing our practice to the reader than 
simply to state what it is, and to say 
what the results are. 
This is seldom, 


satisfactory, however plain the state- 
ment may' be. The hnmnn mind de- 
mands reason, aud while the reasons WB 
give may be perfectly plain to us, they 
may not he to others, and way smack 
of unsupported theory, 
We know 


that we eun make more money, and do 
make more money by our system, than, 
wo could make by the other; and to 
us the reasons are evident. In the 
first place a hog caqnot get his growth 
in nine months, and if it is forced on 
the fat side befoie it is mature, the sys- 
tem is warped out of natural tenden- 
cies, and there is a danger of collapse 
all the lirne. Snob an animal is vastly 
more susceptible to disease than one 
that is permitted to naturally develop, 
and to mature before the fattening pro- 
cess begin". We calculate, therefore, 
that our sysrom is a reasonable nssnr- 
anec, if other necessary precautions 
aro taken, against losses which the 
svvino breeder can not afford to court. 
In the nc\t place the pork is better, 
and (he swine breeder is much more 
interested in producing an excellent 
'product than many seem to conceive. 
It is not enough to produce so many 
.pounds of pork aud get our money for 
it. Quality as well as quantity is 
money in the producer's pocket in the 
end. The recklessness of some of our 
meat producers and meat preservers in. 
this very matter has done us all incal- 
culable injury, and all the opposition 
to American pork to-day can be said 
to be based upon the carelessness of 
the few. Products of a bad quality 
have been found and have been made 
the pictcxt for building a mountain out 
of a mole hill. Products of a good 
qualitv, however, always increase con- 
sumption. A few dishes of bad pork, 
or inferior beef or mutton, are suffi- 
cient to lessen the consumption of the 
.article fifty or sevenlv-tive per cent, in 
'the familv that is unfortunate enough 
to get hold of such meats. 


But what oiir correspondents arS 


particularly interested in is the cost. 
Now it will hardly be necessary to go 
into minute detail, for all will ac- 
knowledge lhat the most expensive time 
in the life of swine, is while Hiey aro 
with the sow. She must be fpd gen- 
erously, and feerl as generously as we 
may, we shall have on an average a 
hundred poi nils less sow than we had 
when slip began to suckle her pigs. 
We have fed the sow, and through the 
M>W the lilter, with the mo-,1 costly 
food, and lo=t a hundred pounds of 
pork while doino it. Never again will 
the«e pig- CO.-.L as much as they did 
while with the sow. When we have 
wcaut'd them, it we intend to turn them 
off at nine months old, an e\pensive 
hVslem of feeding must be continued, 
tor our object is to make a bog out of 
a pig, and we ran rome nowhere doing 
that" unless we food well—unless we 
force as we call it. And at last we 
have two hundred and fifty pounds of 
pork. The next spring we repeat the 
same e^pcushe process, and get five 
hundred pound* of pork from the two 
litters. On the other hand the breeder 
who keeps his hogs until the second 
rear, has but one expense for suckling. 
When his pigs are weaned the cost of 
carrying them through the summer is> 
absolutely inconsiderable. During the 
winter the best food that can be given 
them is the cheapest in the range of 
foods, clover, hay, rye, oats and mill- 
sluffs. What they will consume will 
scarcely be missed 
During the second 


summer they are turned upon grass, 
mixed with clover as the main food, 
and live cheaply until corn is ready to 
feed. 
There i? no attempt to force, 


and consequently there is no cost for 
forcing. 
As soon as rorn is ready to 


feed the socoud fall, tliev begin to fat- 
ten. 
Thev have HIP frame of two lit- 


ters of year old pigs, and they make 
four hundred and fifty pounds, nearly 
double what the nine months old ani- 
mal makes. This is as clear to us as 
the sun in the heavens, though perhaps 
we do not make it clear to others,— 
Western liural. 


A gr-od and ehc-ap farm roller can 


be made by u-ing old mowing machine 
wheels which have no value except as 
old iron. 
Drill holes in the rim for 


bolts and bolt on two by four hard- 
wood scantling, bevelling the edges so 
as to make close joints on the outside. 
Get an iron shaft long enough to hold 
a wooden frame outside the roller, put 
in a tongue and tho roller is ready for 
work at small expense. If kept housed 
it will last a generation.—I'

CARE OF STOCK. IN WINTER. 
Ilc.vry losses Catt»e<l l>jr NefflMt of Stock 


In Cold Wenther. 


Perhaps no exact estimate can be 


made of the loss sustained by many 
farmers in neglecting to care properly 
for stock in. the cold days of winter. 
But the loss is a heavy one, and to 
avert it should be the aim of everyone 
engaged in stock-raising. 


Two questions arise in connection 


with this subject: 
(1) Is it cheaper to provide comfort- 


able quarters for stock than furnish 
them an extra allowance of feed. (2) 
Can I afford to lose the flesh already 
pained' Investigation shows in answer 
to the first question that as animal heat 
is produced by slovy combustion of the 
food taken into the stomach, the ani- 
mal whpn exposed to piercing winds 
and chilling storms requires a sufficient 
quant,ty of food to keep this slow com- 
bustion in cctive operation, as tho cold 
air will take up the heat and cany it 
away.

Moderate feeding and constant expos- 
ure will reduce their weight one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds each, while tho 
same feeding and a warm stable would 
keep them in the sarno flesh through 
the winter. Cattle that weighed in the 
fall one thousand pounds, after losing 
one hundred and fifty pounds are wortli 
thirty-four dollars per head; but those 
Kept in the same condition as at the 
brftnning of winter, will sell at an ad- 
vance of one cent per pound at least, 
or at five dollars per hundred, making 
them worth fifty dollars a head.

is a strong argument in favor of warm 
quarters for cattle in winter, and the 
same is true of all other domestic ani- 
mals. The conclusion then is that true 
economy requir >s that all animals be 
kept in as good c mdilion. through the 
winter as at any other season.

no way can this be so eMectually done, 
in connection with a good supply of 
suitable forage, as by providing com- 
fortable buildings for them, and then
